NEW YORK — Seventy-six new 
regulations prepared by the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
are being held up by the White 
House, some in violation of con- 
gressional deadlines, according to a 
confidential EPA report. 

The stalled regulations include 
some of the major provisions of the 
1990 Clean Air Act intended to con- 
trol smog, reduce acid rain, protect 
the ozone layer and reduce toxic air 
pollutants. 

“The administration is holding up 
numerous rules, which is illegal, 
and which is not consistent with 
the goal of protecting human 
health and the environment,” said 
a senior EPA official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

The report says that eight regula- 
tions are currently being blocked 
by the White House even though 
congressional deadlines for their 
- completion have passed. A copy of 
the Sept. 22 report was obtained by

Barnes estimated that the system would not be com- 
plete until the end of 1997 or early 1998.

Japanese nuclear disaster barely averted

TOKYO — A mistaken flip of a switch by a 
nuclear power plant worker caused a reactor’s 
cooling pumps to fail, a government official said 
Wednesday, but an emergency system took over 
and prevented a nuclear meltdown. 

The automatic activation of the emergency 
cooling system prevented radiation from being 
released by the plant in Fukushima prefecture, 
70 miles northeast of Tokyo. 

Local officials sharply criticized the Tokyo 
Electric Power Co., the plant’s owner, for not 
notifying residents for hours about the emer- 
gency shutdown of the 18-year-old reactor. 

“The case is very serious because it triggered 
(the emergency core cooling system),” said 
Jinzaburo Takagi, a physicist who heads the 
Citizens’ Nuclear Information Center, an anti- 
nuclear group. 

The accident at the Fukushima Nuclear Plant 
No. 2 involved a 784-megawatt lightwater reac- 
tor, the most widely used reactor design in the 
world. It uses ordinary water for cooling and to 
moderate the flow of neutrons that split the 
atoms that produce nuclear reactions. 

The emergency system that went into effect at 


the plant is the last reliable defense against a 
core meltdown. The system pours cooling water 
onto a reactor’s nuclear fuel rods to prevent 
them from reaching dangerously high tempera- 
tures. 

The accident was caused when a plant opera- 
tor mistakenly flipped a switch. That informed 
the control computer that a backup water pump 
was operating when it actually was not, said 
Ryuko Fujii, chief of. the Ministry of 
International Trade and Industry’s nuclear 
safety division. 

The computer then automatically shut off 
another pump, leaving only one primary pump 
supplying water to the reactor’s cooling system. 

The insufficient supply of water to cool the 
reactor caused another group of backup pumps 
to fail, Fujii said. He said plant operators cor- 
rected their mistake within a minute, but it was 
too late to keep the water level from dropping 
dramatically. 

The cooling water initially fell three feet, trig- 
gering an emergency shutdown system, a Tokyo 
Electric official said. The water continued to fall 
and the emergency cooling system kicked in, 
pouring water into the reactor to cool fuel rods. 

The water level fell to about 7.2 feet above the 


fuel rods, but they were never exposed during 
the incident, said the company official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. 

The fact that the fuel rods were not exposed 
meant that the water could continue to cool 
them and prevent them from reaching danger- 
ously high temperatures. 

“There was no fuel uncovered, which is major 
thing you worry about with those reactors,” said 
Scott Peters, a spokesman for the U.S. Council 
for Energy Awareness, a Washington, D.C., 
group that promotes nuclear and coal energy. 
“There was no radiation release from the plant. 
... The system worked as it was designed to 
work.” 

Takagi said the flood of water from the emer- 
gency cooling system could have damaged the 
fuel rods, because of the sudden drop in temper- 
ature. Fujii said such damage was unlikely, but 
a thorough inspection would be carried out. 

Because the water fell so rapidly at the 
Fukushima plant, some Japanese nuclear spe- 
cialists initially suspected a more serious prob- 
lem. Many of Japan’s commercial nuclear reac- 
tors are about 20 years old, and critics warn 
that they are becoming more dangerous. The 
Fukushima plant was completed in 1974.

Perot quit race, but stayed in game 


WASHINGTON — Ross Perot continued to spend millions after he 
dropped from the presidential race in July, maintaining a 50-state orga- 
nization and quietly preparing campaign advertising. 

Those expenditures — $4 million 1 in August alone — have put Perot in 
position for an “October surprise” return if he chooses to make that move 
Thursday. But they also underline a stark contrast between what the 
Texas billionaire has said publicly and what he has done privately since 
ending his independent bid for the White House. 

At the same time he was spending the money, Perot was declaring that 
he wouldn’t play a spoiler’s role, that the chances of his returning were 
comparable to the likelihood that “a hurricane will go straight up in the 
air today” or “lightning (is) going to strike here in two seconds.” 

“He said he was leaving the race, not “I’m leaving the race but I’m 
going to be creating some 30 ads and getting my name on ballots just in 
case I decide to come back,” said Stephen Hess, a political analyst with 
the Brookings Institution. 

But Murphy Martin, a close Perot associate who has helped in recent 
weeks to prepare ads, disagreed. “We’ve been saying all along we wanted 
to keep our options open,” Martin said. 


Nu Skin expected to downsize company 


* Anvannouncement is expected today from Provo-based Nu Skin 
International Corp. about a corporate reorganization that may include a 
company downsizing. 

Although rumors of layoffs are persistent within the organization, com- 
pany officials have declined to comment on the possibility of such an 
action. Several sources within NuSkin have confirmed the existence of 
the rumors but could not confirm or refute their truthfulness. 

“We are announcing a restructuring (Thursday),” said Jan Hemming, 
manager of media relations for Nu Skin, but she declined to give details 
of the announcement pending notification of the company’s employees. 

Nu Skin has grown rapidly since its creation. The company recently 
moved into a multi-million dollar building in downtown Provo and a new 
distribution center in East Bay. 


Family-leave veto sustained in House 


WASHINGTON. — .The House on Wednesday easily sustained 
President Bush’s veto of a bill requiring many businesses to give their 
workers time off in family emergencies. Democrats pledged to redouble 
efforts to make “family leave” a major issue in the campaign for the 
White House. 

The vote on the politically charged bill was 258-169, well short of the 
two-thirds majority needed to override Bush. It was the 33rd consecutive 
time Bush has made his veto stick. 

In defeat on the family-leave bill, supporters said the veto would rever- 
berate in next month’s presidential election. Democrat Bill Clinton sup- 
ports the measure; Bush has promoted “family values” as a campaign 
theme. 

Forty-two Democrats deserted their party and voted to sustain Bush’s 
veto. Thirty-eight Republicans voted to override their president. 

The measure was strongly opposed by lobbyists for small business. 


Tax law used as ‘tool’ by Congress 


WASHINGTON — Come elections or high deficits, members of 
Congress are going to use the tax law to help a constituent or push a pet 
project. So, the latest tax bill helps shoemakers in Maine, loggers in 
Oregon and the thoroughbred industry in Kentucky. 

Not all the amendments tacked onto the bill are so narrow. One would 
ease the financial burdens of the dying; one would allow military officers 
more tax-free combat pay. 

Another would allow students to avoid tax on the portion of their schol- 
arships that pays for room, board and travel. 

The amendments are worthless unless the catchall bill to which they 
are attached becomes law. A committee of senior tax writers will try 
Thursday to write a compromise between the $19.6 billion bill passed by 
the House and the $36.6 billion Senate version. 

A central issue is a section of the Senate bill that would pay for some 
tax reductions and spending programs by making permanent a tempo- 
rary tax increase on the well-to-do. i

Debate the issues, 
not their format 


_It has grown into the Great American Debate Debate. Instead of concentrating on 
the valid issues facing the nation, we have heard several weeks of debating on what 
type of presidential debate to have. 

Poni ent Bush has been the main culprit by refusing to debate by the rules of the 
Commission on Presidential Debates. After missing two scheduled debates and 
causing the third not to be scheduled because he didn’t like the single-moderator 
format, Bush came up with an idea of his own on Tuesday. While this may have 
been from a sincere desire to discuss the issues, Bush was also making a despera- 
tion move. No political candidate — especially not one who is trailing his opponent 
by 13 percentage points in the latest CNN poll — can afford to have the nation call- 
ing him Chicken George. 

So Bush produced a debate format — and a rather good one at that. He proposed 
to Clinton, and Ross Perot if he announces his candidacy today, that they debate 
the issues on Sunday nights, beginning Oct. 11, until the elections. That would give 
the American public four opportunities to hear from the candidates. 

Bush, who has opposed the single-moderator format, showed he is willing to com- 
promise, despite his tough stance. His proposal calls for two debates with a single 
rea aap two with three moderators. That should seem fair by anyone’s stan- 

ards. 

He has also proposed that Vice President Dan Quayle and Clinton’s running mate, 
Al Gore, have two debates of their own. 

Clinton, anxious not to let Bush steal his thunder, said he was glad to hear Bush’s 
desire to debate. Clinton pushed for Bush to start this Sunday with the first one, 
with a single moderator. Bush, true to form, declined. 

In another attempt to seize the momentum, Clinton asked to share the hour Bush 

has on Larry King Live this Sunday. Instead of an interview with Bush, Clinton 
would like to turn the show into a debate. Bush, who may be a chicken but certainly 
is no fool, declined, opting to keep the full hour for himself. 
The candidates agreed to meet Wednesday night to debate over the final nagging 
details of when and how to debate. But at least the two sides are talking to each 
other. And before too long, if everything goes well, America may-yet see them side 
by side, debating the real issues on national television. 

And none too soon. :

BONN — France’s vote last week in favor 
of the Maastricht Treaty decidedly means 
a “yes” for Europe. Also’ inherent in the 
decision, however, is an appeal to the 
other peoples of Europe to actively pursue 
the process of European integration, 
including keeping to the original timetable 
that has been set for the ratification of the 
Maastricht Treaty. 

The citizens of Ireland and France, as 
well as the parliaments of those states 
that have already ratified it, have clearly 
apoeee in favor of this Treaty of 
Maastricht and not for any other one. 
Under these circumstances, no one should 
demand that this treaty be renegotiated. 

In this hour when minds are divided 
about whether to pursue European unity 
or to doom Europe to 


the earliest possible moment. The present 
candidates (such as Sweden and Austria), 
are not going to create problems for the 
Community. The level of their economic 
and social development is equivalent to, or 
even exceeds that of several EC member 
states. Their entry will bring about a fur- 
ther economic and political strengthening 
of the European Community. 

Through the instrument of the 
Association Agreements the EC has fur- 
ther accepted the challenge of becoming 
pan-European in character. By signing 
these Association Agreements with 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and Hungary, the 
EC has made an important contribution to 
the stabilization of these countries as well 
as improving their chances of economic

We can see, however, that the European 
Community is indeed faced with major 
challenges. 

The expansion of the EC tops the list. 

The European economic space is now a 
reality, and most of the European Free 
Trade Area countries have already applied 
for membership in the European 
Community: ; 

These applications should be dealt with 


 swiftly,.eo as to admit these countries at 


the European 
Community, the 
agreement is encouraging for the people 
and offers their governments a possibility 
of showing their citizens the light at the 
end of the tunnel. 

The European Community must accept 
the unity of Europe both as a fact and as a 
challenge. During the Cold War, Europe 
had been coerced into two distinct develop- 


-ments: democracy and market economy in 


the West, and socialism in the East. 

The disappearance of the Iron Curtain 
has, in actual fact, led to the unification of 
Europe and to common development in the 
future. No one in the West should harbor 
any illusions to the contrary. 

No country can escape the common fate 
of Europe and no one must neglect the 
principle according to which the West will 
not be able to do well in the long run if the 
East were to do poorly for too long. 

Every European solution to these mani- 
fold challenges means abandoning the 
nationalism which, over and over again, 
has thrown the peoples of Europe into the 
horror or war. 

The tasks ahead are gigantic indeed. It is 
precisely for that reason that we cannot 
now afford, in midstream, to take a break 
from history by abandoning the course set 
at Maastricht.

It is ludicrous to assert that Mr. Bush’s 


‘position on family values can be discerned 


by his position on a bill that is far less 
about family values than it is about eco- 
nomics and politics in an election year. The 
BYU Democrats seem to think that 
because the bill has the word “family” in 
its title that that magically makes it an 
exclusively “family values” issue. 

The economic assumptions made by the 
authors of the article are absurd. They 
claim that the “plan is inexpensive,” that 
allowing an employee to take leave “will 
actually lead to an increase in productivi- 
ty,” and that the only cost is that of main- 
taining the health benefits of the employee 
on leave. As an economics graduate, my 
main regret is that I can’t expound on the 
fallacies of these arguments because of the 
space limits. 

Small businesses would bear the brunt of 
the burden that this legislation imposes. In 
fact, many large companies already pro- 
vide similar benefits. What about small 
businesses in rural communities that don’t 
have access to temporary agencies? What 
about jobs that require a great deal of 
training and or familiarity with the opera- 
tions of a company that no temp could 
become productive at in a few weeks? What 
about small businesses in rural communi- 
ties with no temp agencies that employ 
multiple members of the same family who 
request leave at the same time? What if 
half of a small business’ employees take 
the full three weeks of leave during a given 
year? Such situations could cripple small 
businesses. 

The authors also argue that states are 
enacting legislation of their own because 
the president won't. That is, in my opinion, 
the strongest argument against the bill. 
Let the states and companies decide for 
themselves how to handle this problem. 

The federal government already fetters 
small business enough in regulatory 
chains. This bill is simply another nail in 
the small-business coffin.at a time when 
these businesses are struggling in a slug- 
gish economy. The Democratic Congress 
isn’t showing its “concern” for families, but 
rather its’ zeal for the expansion of federal- 
ism. 

If the president’s arguments aren’t 
“grounded in fact,” these BYU Democrats’ 
arguments aren’t grounded at all. In fact 
they’re at 30,000 feet and still climbing. 
The “Democratic Congress” should spend 
its time showing “concern” for the astro- 
nomical debt it ignores and “grounding” its 
out-of-control spending addiction.

Welsh said although some mem- 
bers of the council did not want to 
sell the lot, the sale was finally 
approved. 

In order to qualify for a home, a 
family must first submit an appli- 
cation, then meet with members of 
the family selection committee to 
determine their need status. 

Flake said they currently have 40 
families on file and in order to 
qualify, a family usually must fall 
below the poverty line. 

“Choosing a family is totally 
based on need, not on any other 
discriminating factors like race or 
religion,” Flake said. 

Flake said Habitat for Humanity 
is funded completely through dona- 
tions, and when they have enough 
funds to begin a house, they will 
select a family and purchase a 
building lot. 

“How long a house takes to com- 
plete depends on how many volun- 
teers we have helping and how 
much money people donate,” Flake 
said. 

Each house is built by volunteers, 
including the family receiving the 
house. The family moving in must 
contribute at least 350 hours of 
work on the house. 

The family then pays a 1 percent 
down payment, and begins paying 
a monthly mortgage that does not 
exceed 25 percent of their monthly 
income. The money paid for the 
mortgage by the family is then 
returned to the building fund. 

“We are trying to give people a 
sense of pride, instead of just giv- 
ing a house away,” Flake said. 

Flake said in building houses, 
they meet all building and housing 
codes and occasionally subcontract 
difficult tasks, such as electrical 
work. 

“Qur objective is to build durable

struction,” Flake said. 

Flake said BYU students wishing 
to get involved can organize a cam- 
pus affiliate of Habitat for 
Humanity and begin to raise 
money for future homes. 

“We are hoping to buy two more 
lots real soon, and we need all the 
donations and help we can get,” 
Flake said. 

Flake runs the organization out of 
his home and said that the only 
overhead paid is postage costs. 

“We don’t pay for anything out of 
the donated funds, so all of the 
money donated actually goes 
toward the building of the house,” 
Flake said. 

Flake said he is committed to 
Habitat for Humanity and views it 
as an answer to the economic prob- 
lem of housing. 

“We feel that all of God’s children 
have the right to affordable and 
comfortable housing, and this is 
our way of giving that right to 
everybody,” Flake said.

Oxygen fuel 
won’t hurt 
performance, 
expert says

Utah County’s plan to implement 
oxygenated fuels in November 
won't negatively affect cars or gas 
mileage, said a leading authority 
on oxygenated fuels. 

“Oxygenated fuel will not cause 
problems with the automobiles 
they are used in; it also will not 
cause you to get less miles per gal- 
lon,” said Robert E. Reynolds, the 
president of Downstream 
Alternatives, Inc., and principal 
author of “Changes in Gasoline— 
The Auto Technician’s Gasoline 
Quality Guide.” 

Reynolds, who speaks to groups 
across the country, was the keynote 
speaker in a seminar attended by 
more than 100 auto mechanics, 
who gathered on the Utah Valley 
Community College campus to hear 
the ramifications of oxygenated 
fuel. All ‘auto mechanics who are 
certified to do emission tests were 
required to attend the meeting 
Tuesday. 

The purpose of the seminar, said 
Terry Beebe, bureau director of Air 
Quality Programs of Utah County, 
was to educate the mechanics 
ahead of time so they are better 
prepared to handle the questions 
and complaints of the general pub- 
lic once the oxygenated fuels are 
implemented in the county. 

“We wanted them to have the 
facts about oxygenated fuel and 
how it affects the automobiles’ per- 
formance so they can act as a first 
line of defense when people bring 
their cars in with problems,” Beebe 
said. 

Oxygenated fuel is designed to 
increase oxygen content by burning 
alcohol in the gas to reduce carbon 
monoxide output. The new gas will 
be sold starting Nov. 1 through the 
end of February in all parts of 
Utah County.

Normally, of those who use the 
P.E. facilities for freeplay and 
intramurals, about 80 percent are 
men and 20 percent are women, 
Holley said. 

A correlation seems to exist 
between the numbers of men and 
women who use the facilities, 
Holley said. “If there are fewer 
men, there are fewer women.”

A few years ago, the Richards 
Building was kept open during the 
General Priesthood Session. “It 
was like a ghost town,” Holley said. 

During the women’s meeting, 
however, there is “not one iota” of 
decrease in the number of men who 
play, he said. 

One possible reason for this dif- 
ference is that married women may 
be home baby-sitting children dur- 
ing the men’s meeting, Holley said. 

But why don’t more women par- 
ticipate in athletics in general? 

Men and women are socialized 
differently, said Nena Rey Hawkes, 
professor of physical education. 

“There’s still a little bit of a per- 


ception that women who partici- 
pate in sports are not as feminine 
... that maybe they’re jocks, if you 
will,” said Gaye Merrill, BYU ath- 
letic trainer. 

Craig Poole, women’s track coach, 
said the media may have con- 
tributed to the low percentages of 
women who play sports. He cited a 
recent study which shows that 
about 80 percent of sports coverage 
is of men, while only about 20 per- 
cent is of women. 

Many women never learned ath- 
letic skills when they were 
younger, so they are reluctant to 
participate now, Hawkes said. 

There are also gender differences, 


she said. When girls go into high 
school P.E. class, they often sit 
down and talk; men insist on 
equipment immediately, Hawkes 
said. 

Women are sometimes intimidat- 
ed about playing when men are 
around, Merrill said. Women are 
unlikely to join a game of pickup 
basketball when men are the only 
ones on the court. 

Girls are less team-oriented than 
boys, said John Seggar, professor of 
sociology. 

The weight room, traditionally a 
male domain, is often sweaty — 
pe to many girls, Hawkes 
said.
